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Why You Should Attend the Annual Congregational Meeting

It is reassuring for each of us to know that no matter what we may have done during the 
week, we can come to church on Sunday and the doors will be open, the building will be 
clean and heated or cooled, the bulletins will be printed, the music will be rehearsed, and a 
sermon will be prepared. We can leave immediately after the service and come back the 
next week and an entirely new service will be ready. In the words of the Russian comedian 
Yakof Smirnov: "What a Country!" 

The activities of Faith do not happen by accident as many folks are hard at work behind the scenes during the week 
to make our Sunday services and other events possible. The staff has been hard at work carefully planning and 
preparing for the services, the musicians have been busy rehearsing, and the pastors have prepared sermons. 

Each of us should keep in mind that we need to do everything we can to support and pray for our staff and pastors as 
they undertake these weekly activities. Your church Council recognizes the crucial need for such support. During this 
past year, the Council has been very proactive in finding ways to provide and improve this support. 

The Council meets every month except July. These meetings are centered on Faith's Mission and in finding ways to 
better enable us to carry out this important mission. This past year has been no exception. In particular, the Council 
has reviewed several topics that lead directly to support of staff, pastors, and our Mission. Following these in-depth 
reviews, the Council has taken actions as such reviews might dictate. 

In the past year, the Council has reviewed stewardship, physical modifications for the 11:00 am service, the pastoral 
office, Faith's publications, and Faith's website. More of these in-depth reviews are planned for 2007 and 2008. The 
Council feels that if we are to have an effective ministry, we need to keep the congregation informed of Council 
actions. Therefore, actions taken by the Council in regard to its reviews will be briefly summarized at the annual 
meeting. 

At the same time, members who desire more information about Council actions should be aware that the Council is 
very open with respect to its meetings and that detailed minutes of every meeting are available upon request. 

As previously announced, the Annual Congregational Meeting will be held at 9:30 am on February 4. Regular worship 
services will be held at 8:00 am and 11:00 am on this date, so please make your plans accordingly. 

This is a very important meeting and is your opportunity to be informed about Council actions and to show your 
support for Faith's ministry. The Financial Committee has worked hard to develop a budget for 2007. The Council 
has carefully reviewed this budget and has made a decision that for the first time ever, members will have the 
opportunity to vote on which of three possible budgets they are willing to commit to support through their giving. 
These budgets are referred to as "Bare Bones," "Tithing," and "Vision." 

Please make plans to attend this important meeting.
